Sho wing the latest and best m etho ds 
o f irrigatio n wo rked o ut by the go v­ 
ernm ent ex perts fo r vario us so ils and 
fo r every thing fro m an o range o rchard 
to a field o f beets o r alfalfa, a mo del 
farm has been co nstructed ten feet 
sq uare in the agricultural building a t 
th e U niversity o f C alifo rnia in Berke­ 
ley , Cal. 
The farm o ccupies a pro m inent place 
a t the Alaska-Yuko n-Pacific ex po sitio n 
a t Seattle. W ash., and is o ne o f the 
m o st uniq ue and instructive ex hibits. 
B uilt o n a scale o f o ne-fiftieth o f the 
actual size, it represents a farm o f 
abo ut six acres. 
Every apifi'o ved irri­ 
gatio n 
m etho d used in the 
United 
States is represented, and the ditches, 
gates, dam s, zigzag and straig h t basins 
in o rchard irrigatio n, tube furro w s and 
o ther p arts are co nstructed as in the 
actual wo rk do w n to the sm allest de­ 
tails. 
H alf o f the area is planted w ith 
m iniature trees, and the who le sho w s 
a t a glance the vario us im pro vem ents 
and inventio ns in o ne o f th e m o st im ­ 
po rtant branches o f go vernm ent ex ­ 
perim entatio n. 
F. W. Ito eding, recently appo inted 
head o f the Berkeley statio n fo r irri­ 
gatio n investigatio n under the ^United 
States departm ent o f agriculture as an 
ex pert fo r the co ast, planned the farm . 
The actual wo rk o f co nstructio n was 
do ne under his directio n by E. J. Ho ff, 
U nited States ex pert in the w o rk o f 
co nstructing irrigatio n m achinery and 
devices. 
Irrigatio n m etho ds fo r different so ils 
and land co nto urs are indicated o n the 
mo del farm . One and o ne-half acres are 
In o rchard, represented by m iniature 
trees and sho w ing zigzag and straig h t 
basins as well as o pen cut and tube 
furro w metho ds. 
A no ther sectio n rep­ 
resents alfalfa in rectangular, co nto ur 
and bo rder checks, while o n the bal­ 
ance m etho ds o f irrigatio n fo r sum m er 
cro ps are sho wn. 
D itches are laid o ut 
to supply the vario us sectio ns, and 
tw enty ty pes o f m iniature ditch struc­ 
tures made o f brass can be seen. The 
latter include vario us m easuring bo x es 
to illustrate m etho ds practiced in as­ 
certaining q uantities o f w ater deliver­ 
ed. 
All is co nstructed to scale and 
gives an ex act representatio n o f w hat 
the actual field w o uld lo o k like. 
The ex hibit also includes ten mo d­ 
els o f ho m em ade im plem ents (o ne-six ­ 
teenth natural size), which are used in 
the vario us sectio ns o f the irrigated 
w est to level and prepare the land to 
receive w ater as well as instrum ents 
used by this branch o f the go vemnpent 
service in the co urse o f its investi­ 
gatio ns.—San Francisco Chro nicle.

When Scolde d a Corporal Shot

Des Moines, la., June 14.—Corporal 
Lisle Crabtree Sunday afternoon fa­ 
tally shot Capt. J ohn C. Raymond, 
commanding officer of Troop B, Sec­ 
ond United States cavalry, at Fort

Washburn and Corporal Elijah Such, 
who attempted to disarm him, and 
fatally shot himself. 
Crabtree had been reprimanded by 
Captain Raymond because of his fail­ 
ure to report when his leave of ab­ 
sence had expired Sunday morning. 
He had spent the night in Des Moines 
and was to have returned to his bar­ 
racks at 7 a. m. 
Crabtree was sum­ 
moned by Captain Raymond in the 
afternoon and questioned as to his 
conduct, whereupon the corporal hotly 
insisted he had leave of absence till 
7 o’clock last nig ht Captain Raymond 
accepted this explanation, and the 
incident was considered closed, when 
Crabtree demanded that he be trans­ 
ferred to another department of the 
a rm \ which Captain Raymond refused 
to consider, telling the corporal he 
could not do that as long as he was 
not a good soldier. 
Immediately Crabtree pulled a re­ 
volver from his pocket and began fir­ 
ing. 
Sergeant "Washburn jumped to 
his feet and grappled with the soldier, 
receiving a bullet in the hand and one 
In the jaw, which shattered the bone. 
Captain Raymond had seized the man’s 
hand and was about to disarm him 
when a bullet struck him in the neck, 
lodging in the spine, and he dropped 
to the floor.

SIX KILLED BY LIGHTNING 


Enormous Damage Done by Storm in 


the Mountains of Virginia. 


Big Stone Gap, Va., J une 14.—Loss 
of life and property followed in the 
wake of a cloudburst and electrical 


Sebastapol, J une 14. — All hope is 
gone of saving the crew of the Rus­ 
sian submarine Kambala, which was 
sunk in collision with the battleship 
Rostislav during maneuvers 
Friday 
night, or of recovering the wreck, ow­ 
ing to the great depth of the water. 
Two divers have died in the attempt 
to rescue the men on account of the 
immense pressure. 
Others have tried 
repeatedly 
and 
heroically 
to 
pass 
chains around the wreck, but finally 
came to the surface utterly exhausted, 
having accomplished nothing. 
All op­ 
erations have been abandoned. 
The chances of saving the lives of 
the imprisoned men were recognized 
from the first as very remote, al­ 
though under normal conditions the 
submarines have an air capacity of 
three days. The Kambala type of sub­ 
marines, however, is weak structural­ 
ly, and for this reason cannot normal­ 
ly make a descent of more than 100 
feet. The Kambala went down in 1<60 
feet of water, and only untrustworthy 
bulkheads stood between the men and 
death after the boat was struck by 
the Rostislav’s ram.

campaign with Bry an, will b e a candi­ 
date for the United States senate to 
succeed Alb ert J. Bev eridge. A mo v e­ 
ment is b eing inau gu rated to hav e the 
Democratic state conv ention instruct 
for Kern for senator. 
When Kern was defeated b y B. F. 
Shiv ely of Sou th Bend in the legislat­ 
iv e cau cu s last winter it was predicted 
that he wou ld b e cou nted thereafter 
as a political discard. 
Party workers 
and newspapers were wont to say of 
his fate, “Poor John Kern; the party 
has denied him the only reward it 
cou ld hav e giv en him for his long and 
distingu ished 
serv ices.” 
The 
way 
matters are b eing shaped u p, howev er, 
“poor John Kern” promises to b e a 
v ery potent factor in the nex t cam­ 
paign. It is u nderstood that those who 
are talking of attempting to hav e the 
conv ention indorse him as the party ’s 
choice for senator, assu me that it 
wou ld b e mu ch b etter to hav e the v ot­ 
ers know in adv ance who the Demo­ 
crats will ru n against Bev eridge. The 
Kern b oomers regard him as the logic­ 
al leader of the Hoosier Democracy , 
and they say the people know and 
hav e confidence in him. 


PASSING GF A CARTOONIST.* 


Tribute to the Me mory a nd Work of 
C ha rle s Gre e n Cuc h. 
There hav e b eeu more widely known 
cartoonists than Charles Green Bu sh, 
who recently died at Camden. S. € .. 
b u t there has not in ou r generation 
b een one who appealed more to news­ 
paper readers of the thinking class. 
He was a satirist—most great cartoon­ 
ists are—b u t he reached the reason. 
His was not simple ab u se, and he sel­ 
dom lent his art to the attack on a 
pu b lic man or a pu b iic su b ject with­ 
ou t hav ing a tenab le grou nd for doing 
so. 
In !iis time he was the acknowl­ 
edged leader of his art. and at his 
death he was the dean- of his profes­ 
sion. 
Most of u s can easily recall his b ril­ 
liant, su i>erb ly finished cartoons, which, 
keenly satirical as they were. alway s 
clothed their shafts in su ch gracefu l 
lines and ex cellent reason for hu mor 
that ev en their v ictims might feel hon­ 
ored. There was nothing v u lgar ab ou t 
Bu sh’s drawing. 
It was art. and it 
meant something alway s. 
Men are permitted to pu t on paper 
and so called newspapers are permit 
ted in these day s to print many horri 
b le things which hide u nder the gen 
eral name of cartoons. 
Bu t may the 
memory of Bu sh and' of the work 
which he did long remain for an in­ 
spiration which shall do at least some­ 
thing to stem this tide. 
Fortu nately 
cartoonists of the Bu sh school and 
with some degree of his ab ility are in 
the majority . Ills ex ample shou ld long 
remain to increase the proportion.— 
New Hav en Register.

However, th at does not 
interfere with the general outlines. 
They are improving marvelously, and 
It is safe to say that in ten more years 
America will be In a position to boast 
of an architecture of her own.”

Every Territory Also Gave Block of 
Native 
VVocd Toward Construction 
of the Map— Pennsylvania Sent Piece 
of 
Great 
Historic 
Interest— Neigh­ 
boring Countries Also Represented.

tw enty-eight 
different 
kinds of wood contributed by the gov­ 
ernors and officers of every state and 
territory of the American Union, each 
state and territory being represented 
by a particular kind of native timber 
one of the most unique maps of the na 
tion ever made in the United States 
stands practically completed in a pat 
tern shop on Ontario street, in Chi 
cago. The map w hen finished w'ill be 
placed in the cabin of the new steel 
steam er United States now' being com 
pleted at Manitowoc. 
It was because of the name of the 
new boat that the owners were led to 
plan some feature that would bear a 
bit of wood of each of the states. The 
plan tens broached to every governor 
aud territorial officer in the nation, 
with the result that each state sent its 
block of wood. 
Each governor w'as 
asked to send the kind of tim ber that 
he thought best represented the wealth 
of his state’s forests. Pine is more 
extensively represented than any other 
kind of w ood, no less than thirteen dif­ 
ferent states selecting this kind. They 
were Nevada. Arizona, Colorado, New 
Mexico. South Dakota, Minnesota, Lou­ 
isiana. South Carolina, Georgia, Flor 
ida. New York, New Hampshire and 
Alabama. 
Missouri, Arkansas, Ohio, M aryland 
and the District of Columbia sent oak. 
F ir w as sent by W ashington and Or­ 
egon, and California sent a beautiful 
piece of redwood. U tah sent honey lo­ 
cust; Idaho, cypress; Montana, larch- 
wood; Wyoming, box elder; North Da­ 
kota, basswood; Nebraska and Indi­ 
ana, cherry; Kansas, Oklahoma, Iowa, 
Kentucky. North Carolina and Penn­ 
sylvania, walnut. 
Texas Befit a piece of mesquite, Wis- 
consin 
contributed 
birdseye 
maple, 
Tennessee chose red cedar and Missis­ 
sippi. gum, while beth Michigan and 
Vermont are represented by fine pieces 
of maple. Connecticut sent chestnut; 
W est Virginia, poplar; Virginia, juni­ 
per; New Jersey, white cedar; Maine, 
beech; 
M assachusetts, 
elm; 
Rhode 
Island, mulberry, and Delaware, sassa­ 
fras. 
The state of Illinois furnished a 
great deal of m aterial for the map. In 
the constellation it is represented by a 
fine piece of hickory selected by the 
forestry department of the state. * But, 
In addition, for all of the wood by 
which the w ater surface is to be repre­ 
sented Illinois sycamore has been se­ 
lected 
This material has been treated 
by a creosote plant ^t Palmyra, where 
the tim ber in the log is subjected to a 
pressure by which the sap is driven 
out and a coloring material injected. 
W hen the log is afterw ard sawed into 
thin boards the grain bears a greenish 
hue, almost exactly like the color often 
seen on Lake Michigan's surface. The 
grain of the wood has a wavy appear­ 
ance. and from this m aterial the two 
oceans th at border the nation and all 
of our great lakes have been shown on 
the map. 
The governor of Pennsylvania sent a 
piece of wood of great historic interest. 
It was cut from a w alnut tree that 
stood cm Culps hill at the battle o f 
Gettysburg. The block th at was sent 
contained a ballet that had been shot 
into the tree during the great conflict. 
Practically all of the leaden missile re­ 
mains in the block that now fits into 
the map, and it indicates the exact 
geographical location of the famous 
battlefield. 
Sixty-three bullets were 
taken from the tree from which the 
Pennsylvania block was sawed. 
Iowa sent a piece of a door panel 
taken from the door of the home of 
one of the pioneer judges of the Hawk­ 
eye State, and Utah sent a sample of 
wood from its great Mormon temple. 
The blocks of wood were reduced to 
a thickness of about a quarter of an 
inch, then marked off from a stencil 
made from a standard map of the Unit­ 
ed States. Each state block was then 
subjected to the jigsaw and saw’ed to 
its exact geographical shape. 
Then 
they were dovetailed into each other, 
the blocks fitting as evenly as if they 
had grown in the shape in which they 
were formed. The base to which the 
blocks w ere glued is made of five ply 
W hitewood, the piles crisscrossing each 
other, the w hole making a thickness of 
about an inch and a half. 
Our neighbor countries have been 
brought into the map, Mexico being 
re p re se n ts by mahogany and Canada 
by w hite holly. The Missouri and the 
Mississippi rivers will be shown clear­ 
ly by a streak of light wood, and the 
Rocky m ountains also will be shown 
by a d is s e n t wood effect. The capi­ 
tals of the states are marked by sink­ 
ing pearl stars in the proper geograph­ 
ical location. 
The map will be as large as any of 
the larger wall maps issued by the 
government. It will be framed in solid 
mahogany to correspond with the fin­ 
ish of the cabin in which it will be 
placed and the whole surface covered 
by a plate glass one-fourth inch thick. 
The work has been done by James 
Haxton and his three sons.—J. L. Graff 
in Chicago Tribune.

the-Main, where he is going to select 
his dirigible for w'hat he hopes will be 
a history making expedition. 
Mr. Brucker has his trip all planned 
out and sees no possible logical reason 
why he should not succeed. Although 
he is going to use a dirigible, a ship 
about one-third the size of Count Zep­ 
pelin’s, it is the northeast trade wind 
and not gasoline that he is depending 
on for power, and it is meteorology 
and not mechanism that he will make 
the scientific basis of his trip. 
“I am not a mechanic,” he said. 
“I 
am a meteorologist. I have been mak­ 
ing a study of the trade winds, and, 
while little Is known of them in high 
altitudes, I believe it will, be simply a 
m atter of keeping in the current to 
make the passage in four days. 
It 
didn’t take mariners long to discover 
that the air and ocean currents were 
of the greatest Importance to them. 
Well, surely the air currents are of 
vastly more importance to the aero­ 
naut. That is exactly the trouble with 
most of our aeronauts. 
They are me­ 
chanics, and when they have built 
their ships or balloons they consider 
their work finished. 
As a m atter of 
fact, it is only begun. 
“I shall start probably from Cadiz, 
Spain, next May or June. 
Then, if I 
can land on any one of the W est In­ 
dies, that is all I am looking for; then 
I shall have made a record that will 
be hard to beat. 
It may be Cuba, 
Barbados, Martinique—any of them. 
“I have been laughed at, to be sure. 
But why? 
They tell me no airship 
can carry enough gasoline for four 
days. 
Perfectly true. 
My gasoline 
will be used only in an emergency. To 
all intents and purposes I shall be a 
balloonist, depending on the air cur­ 
rents for my motive power. They tell 
me also the trip is dangerous. 
My 
dear sir, Mr. Wellman’s expedition to 
discover the north pole, with all Its 
possibilities of freezing and starvation, 
is infinitely more dangerous. But they 
do not laugh at Mr. Wellman.” 
As a precautionary measure 
Mr. 
Brucker will have the “car” of his ship 
built on the plan of a submarine boat, 
looking, as he said, a good deal like 
the Monitor of civil w ar days. 
■‘We can make the trip in bathing 
suits, and if we fall we will pull the 
manhole shut. 
There is no particular 
danger, really." 
Mr. Brucker Is a Chicagoan himself, 
though recently he has not been living 
there. For ten years he was editor of 
the Illinois Staats-Zeitung and subse­ 
quently was made commissioner to 
Germany for the St. Louis exposition. 
He is a friend of Count Zeppelin, the 
German aeronaut, and expects valua­ 
ble aid from him in the transatlantic 
trip. 
‘The W right brothers and Count 
Zeppelin agree with me,” he said, “that 
it is perfectly within reason th at a bal­ 
loon or airship properly constructed 
would cross the ocean safely.” 
At Frankfort-on-the-Main Mr. Bruck­ 
er will confer with builders, aeronauts 
and meteorologists, select his airship 
and plan the details of his flight.
